SIIAKSPEARE’S JULIET. 


Romeo a n d Juliet, 
us an acting play, is by 
n® means popular, and yet, in our humble 
judgment, one of the most perfect o f Sltaks- 
peafe’s dramatic productions. 
Something in 
the ‘ Ercles vein’ better suits the taste of the 
generality of audiences. 
Give them some­ 
thing stirring— 
‘ Guns, bluHdeibussei, trumpets, drums and thunder,’ 
and they are by no means niggard of their ap­ 
plause. 
Actors, to obtain a noise must make 
one, and act afler the manner of the players 
alluded to by Hamlet, who laugh at their own 
vain conceits to awaken a similar cachinnation 
in their hearers. The soft language of 1«*ve, the 
gentle aspirations of fervent passion, fall echo- 
less upon the ears of the denizens of tilt pit 
Their senses are obdurate ; 
yet each sturdy 
apple-muncher acknowledges the overpower­ 
ing influence of love, while he disclaims a per­ 
sonal application ; 
uttering the sentiment, if 
not the words of the great Bombastes : 
“ Alack! al t* k I alas! and well a-day ! 
Tnatevor man should link» himself away, 
That ever man lor woman false should die, 
As many have, and so—and so— won't I ” 
Yet it is not merely “ our trusty friends of 
the suburbs,” who steel their hearts against 
Cupid, but, we are told by a distinguished 
satirist and poet:— 
“ Our daughters turn from gentle Juliets’ woe, 
To count the twirls of Aim tviva’s toe.” 
Even with Miss Kemble for its heroine, 
Romeo and Juliet drags— not all its beauties, 
neither its masterly Mercutio, nor its dark, 
vengeful and darring Tyb iIt, can make it ac­ 
ceptable. 
Truly the drama lias fallen upon 
evil days, and were we a manager, disappoint­ 
ed in the production ofth e tragedy we should, 
probably, rail at the taste of the times. Thank 
fortune ! we are n o t ! 
we say thank fortune ! 
for managerial cares outweigh the crown of 
glory and the meed of worth—besides, there 
is little gold in the affair. 
But the Theatre (again thank fortune!) 
is 
not the only place wherein we can enjoy 
Shakspeare. 
There is such a .thing as 
'* A neat, snug «tudy on a winter night,” 
Picture it. 
The coal fire blushes like a 
bride in the grate; the candles burn steadily 
And brilliantly, and the crystal glass, in a con­ 
venient vicinity to your hands, temptingly, 
yet not importunately, woes your lips. 
“ Yon bpll-mouihod goblet makes in» f el quite Danish, 
Or Dutch with thirst— what ho I a flask of Rhenish I” 
1 Sed, cave, p u e r!’ Exclaim not with the poet 
from whom the preceding couplet is quoted, 
<c Let us have wine and woman, smiles and laughter, 
(Seimont and Soda water the day a fter!” 
Recollect the “ six degrees,” and tremble, 
fearing that to Wine and W omen, you may add 
gam bling, tlieft, m urder and the scaffold. 
Are we not digressing ? Jlnent the reading of 
Shakspeare— Gertrude of W yom ing perused 
his pages amidst the most luxuriant scenes ot 
Pennsylvania. 
Listen. 
“ It was in this lone valley «he could charm 
The ling’ring noon, where flow’rs a couch had itrown ; 
Her cheek reclining, and her snowy arm 
On hillock by the palm-tree half o’er grown : 
And aye that volume on her lap is thrown, 
Which every heart of human mould endears ; 
With 8b ik-|ieate’s »elf she sp-aka and smiles alone, 
And no intruding visitation fears, 
To «home Hi'unconscious laugh, or stop her sweetest 
tears.” 
Gertrude of W yoming was happier than Ju­ 
liet, yet her end was as affecting. 
T he parent 
of the former smiled benignantly upon his 
daughter’s love. 
The 
Capulets and Mon­ 
tagues were irreconcilable opponents. 
The 
fate of Juliet darkened rapidly— but still she 
encountered some suspense, some lingering— 
the life ojid fortune of Gertrude were anni­ 
hilated at a stroke. 
Fervent as was the love 
Of Juliet, it was more earthly than that of 
Gertrude :— the character of the (briner pleases 
pardon, that of the latter captivates judgment. 
Juliet may be compared to a brilliant meteor, 
widly struck from its sphere o f dazzling light, 
and troubled passion— Gertrude 
to u 
mild 
planet,awakening like the lost Pleiad, admira­ 
tion and regret.
